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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to 
prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed Cir. 1985); In 
re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 R2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 R2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application.

2. Claims 28-30 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,821,906 B2. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because they are directed to overlapping scopes, where the patent is more specific on topics of 
atmosphere movement, and the present claims give a more mechanistic description of how 
reactions with contaminates occur. The narrower feature of the patent, encompass broader 
fracture of the present case, while the specific mechanistic descriptions, such as reacting the # OH 
and »H with the decomposition products are or contacting are equivalent or inherent occurrences. 
Note that humidifying inert gas as in the patent is equivalent to a mixed atmosphere of inert gas 
and water vapor. 

3. Other copending cases to overlapping applicants are noted to include Gommeri et 
al (6,421,932 B2) and Fukuda et al (6,418,640 Bl), but the later is solely to apparatus and the 
former does not employ the claimed UV + gas mix.

It is seen in JP 6-210286, Hiramoto et al (JP 7-179,629); Jiistel et al (6,398,970 



Bl); Jinbo et al (6,507,031 Bi); and Kraus et al (6,858,985 B2) are known for treating surfaces 
with water (usually liquid) water, including dielectric barrier discharge lamps, but these 
reference either are not prior art or the water they treat is not gaseous/vaporized and/or mixed 
with inert gas. Kogure et al (6,379,024 Bl) and Bashlov et al (6,040,658) are further of interest 
for their particular discharge lamps.
